POLITICS— 1946  STYLE 

Tuesday,  millions  of  Americans  went  to  the 
polls  and  exercised  one  of  democracy’s  mo  St 
treasured  privileges — the  franchise.  For  centuries 
man  has,  struggled  for  universal  suffrage,  ,hut 
now  that  the  goal  has  been  attained  in  this  coun- 
•  try  millions  of  people  are  too  disinterested  err  too 
busy  making  money  to  take  the  trouble  to  vote. 
Even  during  the  most  heated  campaigns,  sucii  as 
the  contest  in  1940  when  the  third  term  issue  was 
paramount,  only  a  little  over  half  of  the  qualified 
voters  turned  out.  An  apathetic  citizenry  is  not 
deserving  of  any  better  qualified  officials  and 
representatives  than  many  of  the  mountebanks 
who  are  elected. 

■  For  several  months  rival  candidates  have 
been  campaigning,  hurling  invectives  at  their  op¬ 
ponents,  and  dodging  issues.  Seldom  in  our  his¬ 
tory  has  there  been  greater  political  bankruptcy, 
the  absence  of  clearly-defined  issues,  and  the  pres¬ 
ence  of  such  strange  “bed-fellows”  in  both  major 
parties.  It  means  little  today  for  a  candidate  to 
say,  “I’m  a  Democrat.”  To  the  contrary  it  is  mote 
pertinent  for  the  voter  to  ask,  “What  kind  of 
Democrat  or  Republican  are  you?” 

One  of  the  present  stage  hits  on  Broadway 
is  a  political  satire  entitled,  “The  State  of  the 
Union.”  During  one  of  the  scenes  the  remark  is 
made  that  virtually  there  is  no  difference  between 
the  Republican  and  Democratic  parties  today.  ^ 
u0h,  yes  there  is,”  retorts  one  of  the  Old  Guard. 
“They’re  in  and  we’re  out.”  When  American 
politics  deteriorate  to  the  point  where  the  only 
iPsue  appears  to  be  “The  Outs”  versus  “The  Ins,” 
we  are,  indeed,  in  need  of  a  rejuvenation  by1'  a 
strong  third  party  which  will  restore  prihciples 
and  issues  to  the  scene.  " 

Because  the  above  is  so  apparently  true*  the 
voter  toddy  particularly  needs  to  know  something 
more  about  a  candidate  than  his  party  label,  The 
voter  who  votes  a  straight  ticket  is-  very  likely  to 
play  into  the  hands  of  the  politicos  whose  fe<J6fds 
and  qualifications  are  a  disgrace  to  the  commun¬ 
ity,  state,  or  nation.  Democratic  government,  lij 
theory,  is  only  as  good  as  its  poorest  informed 
voter;  it  is  only  as  strong  as  its  weakest  official. 

One  of  the  objectives  of  a  college  education  is 
to  prepare  students  for  more  effective  participa¬ 
tion  and  leadership  in  community  life  as' good  cit¬ 
izens.  Good  citizens  vote,  and  vote  intelligently. 
He  who  apologizes,  “Oil,  well,  my  poor  little  one 
vote  doesn’t  make  any  difference”  would  do  well 
to  remember  the  following  parable:  For  wafit  of  a 
nail  a  shoe  was  lost.  For  want  ,  of  a  Slioe  a  horse 
was  lost.  For  want  of  a  horse  a' rider  was  lbst 
Fdr  want  of  a  rider  a  battle  was  lost.  For  wttni  of 
a  battle  a  war  was  lost.  For  want  of  a  war  a  na¬ 
tion  was  lost.

KNOW  YOUR  COLLEGE  LIBRARY 

Magazine  Indexes 

In  your  reference  work  you  will  find  that  magazine's 
furnish  valuable  and' up-to-date  material,  but  .  unless  they 
arc  indexed  they  al‘e  of  little  use  because  of  the  great  num¬ 
ber- of  magazines  that  appear  weekly,  monthly  and  quar¬ 
terly.  To  make  their  wealth  of  information  available,  you 
Will  find  certain  periodical  indexes  which  serve  the  same 
purpose  as  an  index  docs  in  a  book,  'or  the  card  catalog 
does  t6  the  library’s  book  collection. 

Here  are  some  facts  yon  should  know  about  the  in¬ 
dexes  to  periodicals  used  in  this  library:  i 

The  most  used  index  is  tho  Readers’  Guide  to  Period¬ 
ical  Literature,  with  the  Education  Index  a  close  second. 
The  Readers’  Guide  is  published  twice  a  month  except  in 
July  and  August  when  there  is  just  one  issue.  The  second 
issue  each  month  includes  what  has  been  published  hi  the 
first  one'  as  well  as  new  material  in  one  alphabet.  This  is 
true  of  tlfr&emiontli,  six-month,  and  nine-month,  cumula¬ 
tions  The  annual  volume  includes  the  entire  year’s  in¬ 
dexing,  thus  taking  the  place  of  the  paper  numbers  for 
the  preceding  year.  A  three-year  cumulation  supersedes 
three 'annual  volumes.  1 

The  Education  Index  is  published  monthly  except  In 
July  and  August"  With"  an  annual  bound  cumulated'  volume 
in  June,  A  three-year  cumulation  includes  three  annual 
volumes,  The  Library  receives  ninety -two  of  the  period¬ 
icals  indexed  in  the  Readers’  Guide,  and  eighty  of  those 
iii  the  Education  index. 

The  arrangement  of  both  these  indexes  is  alphabeti¬ 
cal,  articles  being  entered  under  author  and-  Subject,  and 
under  title  when  necessary.  Title  entries  are  made  for 
stories  arid  plays,  but  titles  of  poems  are  grouped  under 
the  subject.  Poems. 

Perhaps  you  are  looking  for  the  subject  Atomic 
Bombs.  The  following  is  a  typical  entry:

Analyzing  this  entry,  wo  have  in  order:  subject,  title, 
author,  magazine  (  Life)  volume,  pages,  date  ..of  magazine. 

For  monthly  magazines,  like  Harper’s  Magazine,  wo 
have:  Harper  192: 181-5  F  ’46,  thus  giving  magazine, 
volume,  pages  and  date. 

You  will  notice  that  tho  names  of  magazines  are  ab- 
„  breviated  to  save  space:  You  will  find  the  full  names  of 
all  magazines  indexed  in  the  front  of  each  issue,  as  well 
as  a  key  to  other  abbreviations  used  in  the  entries. 

'  1  You  will  find  tlie  Readers’  Guide  and  Education  In¬ 
dex  in  this  library  on  the  table  at  the  right  of  the  do.or  as 
you  enter  tlie  reading  room,  with  a.  list  of  the  magazines 
held  on  typewritten  sheets  in  gray  folders.  You  may  coir 
suit  a  card  file  of  the  current  magazines  received  nt  tho 
charging  desk.  You  probably  have  found  the  current 
periodicals  'on  racks  in  tlie  reading  room  and  the  moi  e 
popular  ones  on  tho  table  at  the  ieft  of  the  door.  .  When 
Calling  for  magazines  from  the  stacks,  you  should  give  the 
name  of  the  magazine,  volume,  and  proper  date.  For  your 
own  use  you  should  copy  the  pages  of  the  article  you  want. 

"  You  arp  asked  to  use  bound  magazines  in  the  library, 
but  you  may  take  unbound  copies  for  ono  week,  with  a 
fine  of  one  don't  per  day  for  overdue  magazines.  You  arc 
asked  to  use  magazines  with  care  ns  they  are  often  irre¬ 
placeable.  This  has  been  particularly  true  during  the  paper 
shortage  when  Only  enough  copies  have  been  printed  to 
supply  regular  subscribers.

At  the  entrance  to  the  machine 
shop  there  is  a  display  of  various 
tocl  operations  and  metal  processes 
that  were  completed  in  the  machine 
shop  courses.'  Part  of'  this  display 
shows  the  step  by  step  procedure 
of  the  making  of  threads  on  a 
metal  lathe.  There  are  about  four¬ 
teen  steps  from  the  beginning 
found  bar  stock  to  the.  completed 
threaded  product.' 

Siirilllar  steps  In  exercises  show¬ 
ing  the  operations  covered  on  the 
shaper  and  milling  machines  are 
illustrated  in  the  rivet'  heads  that 
were  made  lor  war  purposes  by 
the  war  production  classes  arid 
siriall  jeweler's  screws  that  have 
swivel  heads  and  blades  having  a 
diameter  of  .050  of  an  inch.  Also 
on  display  are  three  thousand  of 
these  small  jeweler’s  screw  drivers 
made  during  the  war  by  the  in¬ 
dustrial  Arts  Department  for  the 
Rock  Island  Arsenal. 

In  addition  to  this  well-planhed 
display  there  is  also  a  small  display 
In  tlie  bench  work,  Wood  working 
shop,  consisting  of  art  metal,  spin¬ 
ning,  cement,  wood  carVIrig,  and 
small  foundry  prpjects,  all  made  in 
the  various  shops  in  Industrial  Arts. 

With  the  addition  of  new  and 
up-to-date  equipment,  more  stu¬ 
dents  are  being  attracted  to  this 
department.  At  present  two  hun¬ 
dred  students  report  to  this  depart¬ 
ment  dally.

Training  Is  Vital,  Says 
Agriculture!  Chairman 

Trairiing  In  the  field  6f  agriculture 
is  as  vital  as  training  In  any  other 
field  of  endeavor,  according  to  Mr. 
R.  T.  Wright,  chairman  of  the  Col¬ 
lege  Ag'ricrilture  department:  He  says 
that  the  idea  that  just  ariyohe  Can 
farm  with  great  efficiency  is  a  theory 
that  has  already  bfeen  disproved. 
Mr.  Wright  asserts  that  this  situa¬ 
tion  is  due  to  scientific  develop¬ 
ments  and  procedures  that  have 
made  it  practical  to  have  training  In 
order  to  be  able  to  compete  with 
other  individuals. 

New  crops  iri  new  areas  are  pften 
free'  froth  disease  for  a  time,  But 
sooner  or  later  Insects  and  disease 
come  to  these  crops  and  thus  rivbi'e 
skill  and  attention  is  demanded,  as 
time  gbes  oh.  The,  Agriculture  de¬ 
partment  furnishes  ihstructlon  cori- 
cernlng  methods  of  meeting  these 
problems  of  prodUetion  Iri  various 
fields.

Antes  Professor  Develops 
New  type  War  Chemical 

AMES,  IOWA— (ACP)— An  Iowa 
State  professor,-  Dr.  A.  G.  Norman, 
of  the  Department  of  Agronomy, 
has  developed  a  type  of  chemical 
warfare  that  twill,  in  the  event  of 
another  war,  cripple  an  enemy 
food  supply. 

Powerful  synthetic  hormones  can' 
severely  injure  the  crops  of  enemy 
nations  in  future  wars,  revealed 
Norman. 

"If  the  hormones  are  properly 
applied,  there  Is  no  yield,”  said 
Norman.  "By  varying  the  concen¬ 
tration.  crops  such  as  corri,  oats, 
wheat,  and  potatoes  would  BC  com¬ 
pletely  destroyed.” 

Feed  crop  prospects  appear  to  bo 
the  most_liberal  In  history  per  ani- 
riial  unltT  the  Bureau  of  Agrlcult- 
tural  'Economics  reports.

A  display  of  insects,  books,  arid 
eqtjlpni'erit  rids  beeri  placed  on  the 
secohd  floor  of  the  Administration 
Building  at  the  top  of  the  west 
stairs.  This  display  of  Insects  and 
other  materials  includes  mounts  of 
bees,  wasps;,  ants,  and  a  chart  of 
bee  structure. 

Trie  Insects  are  only  one  of  the 
five  cldsses  which'  cblrie  under  the 
pljylum  arthropdda.  Insects  are 
placed'  In  twenty- three  or  twenty- 
four  different  orders.  The  Older 
Hytnerioptera,  consisting  of  ants, 
bees,  and  Wasps,  is  one  of  the  iriost 
specialized. 

Aecordirig  to  Mr.  W.  T.  Garrett, 
chairman  of  the  Biology  Depart* 
rnprit,  It  -would  be  well  for  people  to 
study  insects;  He  says  insects  are 
very  important  In  our  lives,  not  only 
from  the  point  of  Interest,  but  for 
ecbriomto  reasons.  Some  Insects  are 
friends  of  man,  arid  some  are  de¬ 
stroyers  of  crops  or  are  serious 
disease  carriers. 

There  are  more  Insects  than  all 


animals  put  together. 

Insects  thrive  almost  anywhere, 
one  species  thrives  in  bottoms  of 
petroleum  tanks.  Some  species  of 
Insects  are  able  to  eat  through, 
lead  pipe  or  through  telephone 
cables  and  sorte  kinds  live  hr  the 
sea,  under,  rocks,  under  -barks  of 
trees;  in  fact,  anywhere  man  lives, 
one  will  find  Insects* 

Mr.  Qarrett  states  that  the  Biol¬ 
ogy  Department  is  very  eager  to 
interest  people  here  in  the  study 
of  luspcte  as  this  Is  distinctly  a  rural 
dreg,  and’  Insects  play  a  vital  roie 
In  the  whole  economic  "set  up"  In 
this  locality*  Mr.  Ggrrett  says  pop¬ 
ple  should  leam  mere  about  bisects 
so  thgt  they  cap  cilatlnguish  be- 
tweeri  those  injects  that  are  friends 
and  those  that  are  enemies. 

According  to  Jvfr.  parrgtt,  people 
would  be  at  Ape  mercy  of  insects  If 
they  did  not  have  the  help  of  thp 
inseots  themselves. 

Many  plants  could  not  poeslpl/ 
live  without  injects  to  oroeg  pollin¬ 
ate  them.  This  fact  was  determined 
when  people  first  attempted  to  ya'lip 
figs  in'  ti>is  country,  people  learn¬ 
ed'  they  waye  unable  to  harvest  a 
crop  o(  this  fruit  because  they  h«d 
failed  jo  hripbrt  'a  wasp-ll^e  insect 
aibnif  with  the  fig  trees!

Sees  Nuernberg  Trial 

.  Staff  Sergeant  Freda  Barker,  for¬ 
merly  of  the  WAC  and  a  former  stu¬ 
dent  of  the  College,  witnessed  -one  of 
the  sessions  of  the  Nazi  trials  in 
Nuernberg. 

According  to  the  story  by  Phyllis 
Jean  McCoppin  in  the  St.  Joseph 
News-Press,  Miss  Barker  stated  this 
was  a  “chance  that  every  American 
in  Germany  dreamed  of  getting." 

“It  was  not  an  easy  thing  to  get 
permission  to  attend  the  trial,"  Miss 
Barker  said.  "Naturally  all  of  us 
wanted  to  go,  and  all  of  us  had  re¬ 
quested  orders  to  that  effect.  I  Just 
happened  to  be  lucky  and  was  among 
those  in  the~bffice  of  military  govern¬ 
ment  in  Berlin  who  received  official 
orders  into  Nuernberg.  . 

"The  courtroom  was  large  with 
tiered  balconies  packed  full  of  cur¬ 
ious  spectators  who  were  fortunate 
enough  to  get  in.  I  have  no  idea  how 
many  people  were  there.  Tire  trial 
proceeded  with  the  usual  dignity  of 
the  court,  and  had  we  expected  any¬ 
thing  dramatic  or  outstanding,  we 
would*have  been  disappointed.  The 
thrill  was  In  the  magnanimity  of  the 
situation  and  not  in  the  actual  ac¬ 
tivity  about  us.  ' 

"I  was  close  enough  that  I  had  a 
good  view  of  all  the  Nazis  on  trial. 
However,  having  never  seen  them 
before,  it  is  hard  to  comment  oq  their 
facial  expressions  and  behavior." 

Miss  Barker- attended  the, 'trial  on 
its  last  day.  All  things  spoken  were 
interpreted  by  translators  of  the 
various  languages  represented.

Mr.  Crozier  Is  a  member  of  the 
department  after  his  absence  of 
three  and  a  half  years,  the  time 
which  he  spent  in  the  U.  S.  Army. 
-Mr.  Crozier  holds  a  B.  S.  degree 
from  the  College  here  With  a  major 
jh  Industrial  Arts. 

Primarily  this  department  is  con¬ 
ducting  four  divisions,  these  being 
General  Drafting,  General  Wocd 
Shop,  General  Metal  Shop,  and  Ele¬ 
mentary  Industrial  Arts. 

Additional  courses  contemplated 
fbr  immediate  introduction  are  as 
follows:  a  new  Crafts  Course,  a 
new  Arc  and  Acetylene  Welding 
Course,  and  an  advanced  Machine 
Shop  Course. 

The  v  Agriculture  Department 
plans  to  teach  a  course  in  Farm 
Mechanics  using  part  of  -the  Indus¬ 
trial  Arts  -building  as  a  class  room. 

Not  only  Industrial  Arts  teachers 
are  being  prepared  in  the  courses,' 
but  other  students  are  being  ac¬ 
comodated,  such  as  pre-engineer¬ 
ing  students,  students  in  drafting 
and  shop  work,  terminal  students 
interested  in  specialization,  elemen¬ 
tary  teachers  in  Elementary  Indus¬ 
trial  Arts,  and  many  students  inter¬ 
ested  in  securing  selective  work  in 
certain  phases  of  shop  work. 


Interview  Reveals 
Musical  Interests 

Memories  too  numerous  to  men¬ 
tion  filled  the  mind  of  Mr.  Willard 
Robb  of  the  College  music  depart¬ 
ment  when  he  was  interviewed  for 
this  report  on  his  varied  career  in 
music.  He  was  puzzled  in  trying  to 
find  a  suitable  starting  point. 

Among  the  things  he  likes  to  re¬ 
member  is  the  success  of  the  Lincoln 
High  School  Orchestra  of"  Lincoln, 
Nebraska,  in  which  he  was  solo  flut¬ 
ist.  That  orchestra  won,  for  three 
years  in  succession,  the  national  high 
school  orchestra  contest. 

Mr.  Robb  played  with  the  Lincoln 
Symphony  Orchestra  for  ten  years. 
At  the  time  he  entered,  he  was  the 
youngest  member  to  be  admitted  to 
this  orchestra.  He  was  connected  with 
the  University  of  Nebraska  R.  O.  T. 
C.  Band  and  the  Lincoln  Municipal 
Band.  He  was  also  director  of  the 
110th  Medical  Regiment  Band  of 
the  35th  Division. 

During  his  career  In  Lincoln,  Mr. 
Robb  worked  with  many  famous 
musicians.  Some  of  those  include 
Howard  Hansen,  Reginald  Stewart, 
Jose  Iturbi,  Henri  Pensis,  Albert 
Spaulding,  and  Myra  Hess. 

Mr.  Robb,  in  the  course  of  his 
work,  has  had  much  to  do  with  reli¬ 
gious  music.  He  was  choir  director 
and  organist  in  the  Vine  Congrega¬ 
tional  church  of  Lincoln  and  is  cur¬ 
rently  directing  the  Maryville  Meth¬ 
odist  choir. 

,  Writing  and  composing  have  also 
come  into  prominence  in  the  voca¬ 
tion  and  avocations  of  Mr.  Robb.  He 
has  contributed  to  several  national 
musical  publications.  An  article, 
“Playing  Opportunities  After  High 
School,”  drew  considerable  national 
comment. 

He  has  composed. two  operas,  "The 
Harvest  Song”  and  “Twilight  Saint,” 
both  of  which  have  been  produced. 
Several  of  his  vocal  compositions 
have  been  performed  in  Mexico  City. 
He  is  now  working  on  a  new  opera, 
‘^Joan  of  Arc."

Mrs.  Leon  Alexandroff,  known  in 
Maryville  as  Miss  Helen  Anderson, 
a  former  teacher  of  Fine  Arts  at 
the  College,  has  written  of  what 
she  found  in  France  upon  her  re¬ 
turn  with  her  husband  to  the  home 
in  Paris  they  had  to  abandon  just 
before  the  Nazi  occupation  of  the 
French  capital, 

Living  expenses,  Mrs.  Alexandroff 
wrote,  have,  gone  up  about  ten-fold, 
though  rents  remain  about  as  be¬ 
fore  the  .war.  Many  people  she 
found  In  good  circumstances,  and 
wemen  were  never  more  clothes 
conscious  than  during  German  oc¬ 
cupation  and  since. 

"Suffering  In  France  was  grossly 
exaggerated,”  said  Mrs.  Alexandroff. 
She  expressed  the  Idea  that  news¬ 
papers  had  been  responsible  for-  over 
emphasizing  the  need  for  help  for 
“suffering  France." 

On  the  other  hand,  Mrs.  Alex¬ 
androff,  after  spending  five  days  in 
London,  was  appalled  at  the  de¬ 
struction  there.  She  said  she  mar¬ 
veled  at  the  fact  that  people  there 
had  withstood  what  they  had  gone 
through.  "I  also  noted,”  she  said, 
“that  no  one  complained — quite  the 
opposite  in  Paris.”-

Victory  Brings  Maryville’s 
Record  to  Three  in  Row 
Wins  at  Home. 

Starting  slowly  but  gaining  mo¬ 
mentum  as  the  game  progressed, 
the  Maryville  Bearcats  defeated  the 
William  Jewell  Cardinals  Friday 
evening,  October  25,  on  the  home 
field,  by  a  score  of  20-0.  The  vic¬ 
tory  was  the  third  consecutive  for 
the  Bearcats  this  season  on  the 
College  athletic  field. 

The  first  quarter  was  largely  a 
punting  duel  between  John  Lan- 
hnm,  Bearcat  end,  and  Gargotta, 
Cardinal  back.  Lanham  twice  drove 
William  Jewell  back  with  long  kicks 
after  penalties  had  halted  Mary¬ 
ville  drives.  Marven  Weed,  Rex 
Adams,  and  Paul  Gates  advanced 
the  ball  to  the  William  Jewell  ten 
yard  line  in  this  period,  but  Gates 
fumbled  at  that  point.  The  Bear¬ 
cats'  next  scoring  opportunity  came 
near  the  end  of  the  half,  and  this 
time  they  capitalized  on  it.  Errol 
Myers,  veteran  guard,  mad'e  a  leap¬ 
ing  Interception  of  a  Cardinal  pass 
on  Maryville’s  43  year  line,  and  that 
started  a  fifty-seven  yard  touch¬ 
down  drive.  A  penalty  set  the  Bear¬ 
cats  b&ck  to  their  thirty,  but  Lan¬ 
ham  took  a  thirty-five  yard  pass 
from  Gates  and  Paul  Butherus  and 
Gene  Pemberton  ran  the  ball  to  the 
5  year  line.  With  third  down  and 
goal  to  go  Lanham  took  the  ball 
from  Butherus  on  an  end  around 
and  crossed  the  line  just  before  he 
was  driven  out  of  bounds.  Paul 
Wilson  converted  to  make  it  7-0  for 
the  Bearcats  at  the  half. 

Maryville  received  to  start  the 
second  half  and  went  straight 
through  to  score  without  losing  the 
ball.  Stanley  Totoraitis  received  the 
short  kickoff  and  ran  it  back  to 
his  own  25  yard  line.  Pemberton, 
W;eel,  and  Butherus  ran  the  ball  to 
the  Jewell  27  yard  line,  from  which 
point  Pemberton  sliced  inside  his 
own  right  end  to  go  all  the  way  for 
the  second  touchdown.  It  was  the 
climax  to  a  successful  evening  for 
the  freshman  from  Cameron,  Mis¬ 
souri,  for  his  dashes  were  the  rea¬ 
son  for  the  first  Bearcat  touchdown 
and  he  was  a  consistent  ground 
gainer  every  time  he  carried  the 
ball.

often  of  days  gone  by,  days  when  he 
thrilled  local  fans  with  his  outstand¬ 
ing  play, 

John  Lanham  gave  one  of  the  fin¬ 
est  all-around  performances  of  the 
year.  The  hustling  end  not  only 
played  a  vicious  defensive  game,  but 
he  also  kicked  beautifully  and  scored 
the  first  touchdown  on  a  sweeping 
end-around  play. 

Coach  Milner’s  boys  opened  up 
their  passing  in  the  Jewell  game 
more  than  any  previous  game  this 
year,  and  for  the  first  time  this  sea¬ 
son  there  was  aid  for  the  running 
game.  When  their  offense  bogged 
down  they  twice  completed  passes  on 
decisive  plays.  Gates  hit  Lanham  for 
thirty-five  yeards  and  Richey  threw 
twenty-five  yards  to  Llninger  to  set 
up  touchdowns. 

William  Jewell  had  a  tight  defense 
and  held  the  Bearcats  even  until 
Butherus  and  Weed  began  crashing 
through  on  quick  opening  plays  and 
Pemberton  began  his  quick  thrusts 
off  the  T  or  on  reverses.  On  one  oc¬ 
casion  Pemberton  swept  fifteen  yards 
around  left  end  behind  good  block¬ 
ing,  and  on  another  nearly  broke  in¬ 
to  the  open  on  a  slice  off  tackle.  His 
dash  of  27  yards  for  the  second 
touchdown  came  suddenly  off  that  T, 
and  on  that  play  he  cut  sharply  in¬ 
side  the  safety  at  the  ten  to  score 
standing  up. 

Cubs  Lose  to  Pickett  in 
275  Conference  Game 

The  Horace  Mann  Cubs  suffered 
a  34  to  0  defeat  at  the  hands  of 
the  experienced  Pickett  Cardinals 
in  a  275  conference  tilt  played  at 
Pickett  October  25.  The  outcome 
was  never  in  doubt  as  Pickett  scor¬ 
ed  in  each  of  the  first  three  quar¬ 
ters. 

Battling  for  second  place  in  the 
six  man  football  conference,  the 
small  but  scrappy  Cubs  failed  to 
make  their  plays  click  until  the 
last  quarter  when  they  drove  the 
length  of  the  field  only  to  be  turn¬ 
ed  back  at  the  one  foot  line. 

■Pickett  crossed  the  Cub’s  goal 
line  early  in  the,  first  quarter  on  a 
tiicky  double  pass,  Boyer  to  Houp 
to  Ellis.  The  attempt  for  the1  ex¬ 
tra  point  was  no  good. 

The  second  quarter  saw  the  shifty 
St.  Joseph  quarterback,  R.  Ellis, 
figure  in  the  scoring  again  when 
he  flipped  a  pass  to  Sollars  who 
galloped  35  yards  for  another  6 
points.  Ellis’  second  pass,  this  time 
to  Haup,  was  good  for  the  conver¬ 
sion  point.  At  half-time  the  Cubs 
trailed  by  a  score  of  0  to  13. 

The  third  .quarter  clinched  the 
game  for  the  Cardinals  and  ended 
the  scoring.  E^rly  in  the  third 
period  Ellis  slipped  through  the 
Cub  line  and  into  the  backfield 
where  he  partially  blccked  a  pass, 
scooped  it  up,  and  dashed  35  years 
for  his  team's  third  touchdown.  Clay 
drop-kicked  the  conversion,  adding 
two  more  points  to  the  total. 

Pickett  tallied  their  fourth  touch¬ 
down  when  Boyer,  Cardinal  full¬ 
back,  broke  through  the  Cub  line, 
evaded  the  secondary,  and  raegd 
the  remaining  20  yards  for  a  touch¬ 
down,  climaxing  a  sustained  drive 
the  length  of  the  field.  The  at¬ 
tempt  for  the  extra  point  failed. 

The  scoring  ended  after  Ellis  cli¬ 
maxed  another  drive  by  marking  up 
his  third  touchdown  of  the  day. 
Beyer  passed  to  Houp  -for  the  final 
point. 

The  fourth  quarter  saw  the  Cubs, 
sparked  by  Kinman  and  Hutson, 
threaten  consistently  but  fail  to 
push  the  ball  across  the  goal  line. 

Last  week  the  Cubs  played  host 
to  the  powerful  Oregon  club  in  a 
battle  to  determine  third  place  in 
the  conference.  The  game  was 
played  under  lights  on  the  College 
field  Friday  night,  November  I.

The  Health  Department  is  in 
charge  of  Mrs.  Ruby  Brlghtwell,  R. 
N.,  who  has  been  on  the  campus 
a  year.  Mrs.  Brlghtwell’s  offices  arc 
located  on  the  second  floor  of  the 
gymnasium,  and  she  is  on  duty 
here  from  9:00  a.  m.  until  12:00 
o’clock  noon  and  from  1:00  p.  m. 
until  5  p.  m.  She  resides  at  Quad 
2  and  is  on  call  there  for  emer¬ 
gencies  which  arise  among  the 
men  of  the  student  body.  Mrs.  An¬ 
na  Wormsley,  R.  N.,  who  came  to 
the  campus  at  the  .beginning  of  the 
fall  term  serves  as  Mrs.  Bright- 
well’s  assistant.  Mrs.  Wormsley’s 
offices  are  located  in  the  Horace 
Mann  School.  She  resides  at  Res¬ 
idence  Hall  and  is  on  call  for  the 
women  of  the  student  body. 

A  new  health  program  has  been 
formulated  for  the  year,  and  it  can 
be  a  success  only  with  the  coopera¬ 
tion  of  the  entire  student  body. 
The  first  task  undertaken  by  the 
nurses  was  to  give  to  every  enrolled 
student  a  physical  examination.  It 
has  now  become  a  regulation  that 
no  student  will  receive  his  grades 
until  he  has  had  this  physical  ex¬ 
amination.  Students  who  have  not 
yet  had  this  examination  may  re¬ 
port  to  the  Health  Office  at  the 
gymnasium  or  may  call  for  ap¬ 
pointment. 

The  second  item  to  receive  atten¬ 
tion  on  the  health  program  is  the 
patch  testing  for  tuberculosis.  This 
test  is  available  to  all  students  who 
wish  to  have  it,  at  no  cost  to  the 
student.  Tuberculosis  is  most  prev¬ 
alent  in  the  age  group  in  college;  so 
it  is  the  wise  student  who  will  make 
sure  he  is  free  of  the  disease. 

A  new  service  is  being  offered  by 
the  health  department  this  year.  All 
students  who  are  subject  to  fre¬ 
quent  colds  and  sore  throats  may 
be  benefited  by  receiving  cold  ser¬ 
um.  The  nurses  of  the  health-  de¬ 
partment  will  give  this  serum  to 
students  provided  they  do  the  fol¬ 
lowing: 

1.  Go  to  the  family  physician  fer 
written  permission  to  take  the  ser¬ 
um. 

2.  Bring  the  permit  to  the  College 
nurse,  who  will  then  recommend 
the  serum  to  buy  at  the  drug  store 
and  will  give  all  the  necessary  shots. 

From  an  enrollment  of  756  stu¬ 
dents,  533  physical  examinations 
have  been  completed. 

Warning  to  the  223  who  have  not 
yet  been  examined:  A  last  minute 
rush  will  not  be  permitted. 

Hints:  When  you  have  symptoms 
of  oncoming  illness,  see  one  of  the 
College  nurses  immediately.  This 
will  save  you  days  in  bed.  If  the 
nurse  puts  you  to  bed  stay  there 
and  follow  her  instructions.  When, 
asked  to  report  to  the  health  office, 
do  so.  If  hospitalization  is  neces¬ 
sary  for  any  student,  the  school 
nurse  must  be  notified  first. 

..  .Attention  Veterans:  Please  check 
your  dog-tags  for  blood  type  and 
notify  the  health  office  of  your 
type.
